Uranium Bomb 

In 1941, in the December issue of this 
paper, we reported that a ten-pound 
uranium bomb would blast a hole 25 
miles in diameter and wreck every 
structure within 100 miles. We also 
reported that chemists in Germany, Brit- 
ain, and in the United States were 
searching for a method which would 
permit the practical use of this terrific 
energy which was a million times more 
destructive than dynamite. 

This last month we were startled with 
the report that the United States had 
dropped atomic bombs on Japan, produc- 
ing terrifying destruction beyond any- 
thing heretofore possible. It was the 
means of causing Japan to capitulate, 
thus saving millions of lives that would 
have been lost in a prolonged struggle. 

According to one report the uranium 
in the 400-pound atomic bomb is no 
larger than a pea and thus far they have 
been only able to get about one per cent 
efficiency out of it and still cause the 
terrific damage. You can imagine what 


would happen with one hundred per 


cent explosion of 100 pounds or more of 


uranium. The force would be so great 
that it could create an artificial earth- 
quake that would rock a continent. 

According to an Associated Press re- 
port, the Germans were in the process 
of getting into mass production of an 
improved V-2 rocket bomb capable of 
pinpoint accuracy at a range of 3,000 
miles. This same reporter stated that 
the Germans felt that in two years they 
could develop rockets capable of travel- 
ing 15,000 miles. 

It is also reported that the Germans 
were feverishly working on the atomic 
bomb, but our strategic bombing de- 
layed this development. One can ima- 
gine what the outcome of this war would 
have been if the Germans had been able 
to get into mass production of V-2 
bombs with sufficient range to reach 
our continent, its war head loaded with 
this atomic bomb. We can thank the 
Lord that they were overcome before 
they were able to utilize such a weapon. 
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World’s Largest Plane 
The AP on July 17 announced de- 
tails on the world’s largest airplane, a 
flying boat weighing 213 tons, wing- 
spread 320 feet, hull 220 feet long, 30 
feet high, 25 feet wide, and could carry 
750 fully equipped soldiers. It is pow- 
ered by eight 3,000 horsepower engines. 
Gasoline capacity only 14,000 gallons 
or about two tank cars. 
Pipe Lines Across Channel 
Did you know that the Allies had 
twenty hitherto secret three-inch pipe- 
lines under the English Channel through 
which were pumped an average of a 
million gallons of gasoline a day? 


The Fastest Plane 

Recently a P-80 averaged some 772 
miles an hour from Nashville to Mem- 
phis. If they keep increasing the speeds 
of planes very much more they could 
leave New York at a certain time and 
get to San Francisco before they started, 
because of the three hours difference in 
time.

‘Those of us who were listening will 
never forget the impact of those words 
when at long 
last the official 
announcement 
was released to 
a tense world. 
We had been 
prepared and ex- 
pectant for days, 
yet we could 
hardly believe 
that the awful 
scourge of war 
could be lifted 
so quickly from a struggling desperate 
world. It will be months before the 
war-tension will be fully relaxed, and, 
alas, for some the scars will never be 
fully erased. 

The signing of the peace treaties will 
climax the most collossal conflict in the 
long history of our warring world, a 

conflict that was decided, not by the 
~ valor and endurance of service personnel 
alone, but by the combined strength of 
the United Nations who pooled their 
moral, physical, and intellectual resourc- 
es that liberty and freedom should not 
perish from the earth; and last, but not 
least, by the merciful goodness of God 
_Who has once again said to the blatant 
forces of tyranny and oppression, “Thus 
far shalt thou go, but no farther.” 

The Christian elements in our nation 
will find occasion for profound thanks- 
giving that the-unity of purpose which 
bound the allied nations was not frus- 
trated by the subtle propaganda of the 
Axis. Some day it will be known that 
our diplomats were sitting on powder 
kegs while hot-headed extremists in ev- 
ery country were seeking to apply the 
torch. God give us diplomats in the 
spiritual kingdom who will guard the 
essentials and disregard the extremists. 

Personally, I am wondering if the 
belligerent attitude towards Soviet Rus- 
sia over the religious issue should not be 
softened somewhat pending further light 
on the changing trends in that country. 
There is no doubt about the atheistic 
temper of the Russian revolution. It 
was flagrantly anti-Christian, but so was 
the revolution in France in the long ago. 
However, it did not take the French

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people long to swing back to a more nor- 
mal and reasonable attitude toward re- 
ligion. And there is some evidence now 
that Russia is feeling her way toward a 
more tolerant position. I am_ hopeful 
that soon the doors will be open to the 
gospel, that a spiritual revolution will 
break out that will shake the very foun- 
dations of the decadent church hierarchy 
which must forever share responsibility 
for the intense hatred against religion 
that marked the uprising against the 
Czarist regime. 

Of course, no one can predict with any 
degree of certainty how the political or 
religious attitudes of the enigmatic bear 
will finally crystalize. Would it not be 
in good taste, at least while there is a 
general feeling of gratitude for the great 
contribution that nation has made to the 
cause for which our country, too, has 
made prodigious sacrifices, if public ut- 
terances of the more rabid type were put 
in mothballs for a while? Of course, 
these temporarily suspended preach- 
ments could be retrieved later, if, indeed, 
we decide that they are not outmoded. 

Atomic energy shortened the war. We 
have this on the authority of the Japs 
themselves. For 75 years scientists have 
been playing with the idea, but under 


the pressure of all-out war, American 


and British scientists have produced a 


weapon that has staggered the imagina- 
tion of the world, and brought the arro- 
gant, fanatical Japs to their senses. What 
an unspeakable mercy to us that our 
hard-boiled enemies did not discover this 
secret first—another reason why we 
should be humble and prayerful at this 
time of national rejoicing. Our national 
sins are many; yet God has trusted us 
with this amazing power, and with com- 
plete victory. This, added up, amounts 
to “grave responsibility.” 

Yes, the shooting war is over for now; 
but the fight against the causes of war 
is still on. The devil is still on the loose, 
and sin is rampant everywhere. It is 
wonderful to have peace from armed 
conflict, but, really, “there is no peace, 
saith my God, to the wicked” CIsa. 57: 
2). 

Any realistic picture of “our present 
evil world” is a pathetic one. However 
energetically peace-loving nations set 


about winning the peace and building a 
decent friendly world order, we will do 
well to remember that our tools are inad- 
equate and our technique clumsy and 
unskilled. Progress, therefore, will be 
slow and irregular. ‘This is not defeat- 
ism; it is realism. Real Christians every- 
where subscribe wholeheartedly to the 
four freedoms, and to these they add a 
fifth—freedom from sin. They will do 
their best to make the world better, and 
to keep their faith if it gets worse. 

The world men dream of; the society 
that good, but mistaken men hope to 
build; the peace which will really quiet 
the discordant elements of maladjusted, 
frustrated, sin-distorted humanity until 
it can be said with finality “nation shall 
not lift up sword against nation, neither 
shall they learn war any more,” this must 
wait the coming of Him Whose right it 
is to rule, and the binding of “the prince 
of the power of the air, the spirit that 
now worketh in the children of disobed- 
ience <CBph. 2:2) CRev, 2031-4). 

In closing these rambling meditations 
on the close of the war, may I make some 
brief suggestions concerning what I 


conceive to be a proper frame of mind 


as we face the most difficult re-adjust- 
ment period in world history: first, deep 
humility before God; second, intolerance 
of superior attitudes; third, generosity 
and charity toward all men; fourth, eag- 
erness to co-operate in the greatest spiri- 
tual crusade since the early days of the 
church. God give us grace to find a 
place and make a contribution.

But 
when fire is put in the firebox, she 
becomes a mighty force. On her deck 
we see a great gun. It is just a pile of 
steel. Birds roost upon it with confidence. 
Even children play around it in safety. 
It is splendid but harmless. Then the 
order is given for action. We see the 
gunner slide a great shell into the bar- 
rel. But it is still powerless and harmless. 
Then a button is touched and fire enters 
the percussion cap of that shell. In 
the twinkling of an eye it becomes a 
thing of power and destruction.

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HIS was our first service in Gold 

Coast, and the church had come to- 
gether to worship. We were all new mis- 
sionaries to this field. Brother and Sis- 
ter Thomas and their two children 
had only preceded the Wiles family and 
ourselves by six weeks. We stood at the 
door. by the platform for a moment be- 
fore we entered. The native pastor was 
leading the first song as we crossed be- 
fore the altar to take our seats. A ripple 
of excitement moved gently over the 
congregation—and returned to pass over 
us too, leaving a peculiar sensation. It 
was more a sense of awe than any other 
emotion. God was in His holy temple, 
and the natural curiosity of our hearts 
and the “earth” in us quickly receded 
into silence before His presence. It was 
evident that He was going to say some- 
thing to each one “who had an ear.” 

This was a service ordered by the 
heart of God. He had a great work to 
do in us—a work that must be done 
during our first service. If our lives and 
ministries were to succeed, as He counts 
success, there must be a work of con- 
‘firmation done. Without it, we could 
easily be turned into channels that are 
usually termed Christian, but never 
actually serve the purposes of God. The 
spiritual purposes of our coming must 
be given a demonstration, and all heaven 
came down to lend assistance to our 
dull senses.

for even a brief moment and tell the 
people that you were thankful that God 
had chosen you to come and dwell 
among them. Though no one said as 
much, it is quite probable that no one 
of us spoke to the people as we had 
planned to speak before we entered the 
service. 

The greater number present were 
men. Standing straight and tall and 
strong, they sang: 

From Greenland’s icy mountains, 
From India’s coral strand, 
Where Afric’s sunny fountains, 
Roll down their golden sand; 
From many an ancient river, 
From many a palmy plain, 
They call us to deliver 

Their land from error’s chain. 
What though the spicy breezes 
Blow soft o’er Ceylon’s isle; 
Though every prospect pleases, 
And only man is vile: 

In vain with lavish kindness 
The gifts of God are strown; 
The heathen in his blindness 
Bows down to wood and stone. 

If the people in our churches at home 
could have only heard the prayer! An 
African, one of our own Spirit-filled 
Assemblies of God converts, cried to 
God in his own language, and as the 

eople again and again said, “Amen” 

and “Hallelujah,” the fountains of the 
deep broke in our hearts. This prayer 
was incense, driven upward by the pas- 
sion of an earnest heart. We did not 
understand what he said, but we all 
thought we knew. We were conscious 
that God was hearing and we knew that 
since He heard, He would answer. 

The pastor's welcome was warm and 
sincere. But it was his prayer that be- 


came the master stroke in our crush- 
ing. We have always frowned on the 
idea of written prayers. To make a word- 
for-word record of a prayer has almost 
seemed sacrilege; but, in spite of past 
convictions, I could wish that this prayer 
had been recorded and placed in the 
hands of our constituency, both at home 


and abroad. 


If only the churches of America could 
have heard the volume of praise that 
went up to God. He thanked God for 
light, but in his voice was a pathos that 
made one to know that the darkness 
of his people and of Africa was at that 
moment an experience of his own soul. 
Standing in the Light, he looked out 
into the darkness. Praise rose in intensity. 
He blessed God for Jesus, for His life 
and death and His living again. He 
magnified God for the plan of redemp- 
tion that would include all who believe 
in simple faith—-even his people. He 
thanked God for the churches in Ameri- 
ca, “who have sacrificed to send us the 
gospel,” and he prayed that God would 
reward them “according to Thy know- 
ledge of their faithfulness.” If the 
churches could have heard, missionary 
enthusiasm would never again wane. 
Offerings would triple in the next twelve 
months. 

If those in the homeland who have 
come to this-field in dedication to His 
will, could have only heard the pastor 
pray: “Dear Lord, in Thy kindness, re- 
member those who came unto us and 
taught us from the beginning. They 
have gone from us; now, we who are 
the fruit of their labor, do pray for 
them. Be Thou very near them. Bless 
them and cause them to think on us 
who have believed. Strengthen them 
in body, for they gave of their strength 


to us and to Thee. Encourage their 


_hearts, for the work was hard and long.” 


That prayer would have had a tremen- 
dous effect upon one who has lived 
among this people. To have heard it 
would have wonderfully comforted those 
who have come and gone. It might have 
possibly rekindled the fires of yester- 
years and they might possibly seek anew 
for strength and means to return. 

If the students in our Bible schools at 
home could have heard his prayer for 
laborers and teachers, they could never 
again rest in spirit until they were cer- 
tain that they had a place in this great 
harvest field—the world. Watchful hours 


and deep consecration would have fol- 
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lowed until the will of God would burn 
as a fire within each breast. Hours that 
so often slip away with no tangible re- 
sult left in their passing would become 
hours of application. One does not spend 
hours in preparation when once he 
reaches the field. His daily study of the 
Word in search of food for himself and 
his people will consume great portions of 
his time. He can only use the tools with 
which he has equipped himself in days 
gone by. Often they are pitifully few 
and weak when they could be many and 
“mighty through God to the pulling 
down of strongholds.” 

If the pastors at home could have 
heard this prayer, whole ministries would 
be changed. There would be a very 
diligent effort made to inspire a love 
for souls. Personal evangelism would 
almost become a must as evidence of 
spiritual growth. More time would be 
spent in group teaching, and less and 
less in merely trying to build up a Sun- 
day night audience. Values would be 
placed upon devotion and consecrated 
zeal. Preparation for the daily evangeli- 
cal living of the people would take 
precedence over personal development 
or desire for place, name, or position. 
Every convert would be a potential soul 
winner. The youth of our movement 
would be held before God with real 
purpose. 

If our families could have heard that 
prayer, fingers that perhaps rather re- 
luctantly loosened their grasp to let us 
go, would fly open and upward in de- 
lightful abandon and praise to the God 
who wills for the lives of men. Twice 
over they would send us forth with joy. 
He who so freely gives us all things 
would find us as freely offered upon 
the altars of their hearts and the only 
accompanying prayer would be that we 
might be a “whole burnt offering to the 
Lord.” This is the love and devotion 
and abandon that quickens the messen- 
ger’s step and lifts his heart. God and 
His people are hearing together when 
the groanings of a creation that awaits 
a day of redemption cause heavy tra- 
vail in the hearts of the saints. 

If we who were present really heard 
that prayer, we will never be the same. 
There could never be a doubt con- 
cerning His power to save, nor concern- 
ing the power of this gospel we have 
come to teach.

Jesus Christ wants His church to 
be strong, strong in holines, in spiritual 
freedom, and in faithfulness; for iniquity 
is abounding on every hand, but where 
iniquity aboundeth, grace doth more 
abound. We are not to be overcome 
by evil, but are to ‘overcome evil with 
good. 

The spirit of worldliness has made 
itself manifest in the churches, and it 
has made giant strides in keeping with 
the trend of the day. The church needs 
to be strong in holiness, but it cannot 
be holy until it will live in holiness. It 
is the pure in heart who will see God. 
Spiritual strength cannot be assumed 
at will, but it can be obtained by arous- 
ing one’s self from lethargy, sloth, and 
folly. Proper nourishment must be taken 
if we would be strong. Many people 
today are spiritually feeble because of 
spiritual undernourishment. If you want

The activities of the Women’s Mis- 
sionary Council during the year, as 
reported to the secretary, Mrs. R. E. 
Cull, by the different groups, are as 
follows: “29 boxes of literature given 
out, 28 Bibles and New ‘Testaments, 
73 boxes of clothing, 1536 garments, 
476 calls were made, and 20 baby show- 
ers given; also the canning of 400 gal- 
lons of fruit was reported. 

“Churches were supplied with cur- 
tains, rugs, mattresses, and quilts for 
nurseries, and help was given to supply 
equipment for Daily Vacation Bible 
Schools. 

“Parsonages were supplied with 
sheets, rugs, quilts, and curtains; and 
pastors were given special offerings. 

“In the interest of Home Missions, 
70 Christmas boxes were given, 33 quilts, 
12 boxes of food stuffs, and $723.25 
cash offerings.” 

We know this report is incomplete, 
but we are happy for this great amount 
that has been reported and for the 
many, many things not reported, but 
God has seen and will remember. 

The following excerpts from letters 
received express the thanks and appreci- 
ation of missionaries and workers who 
received gifts from the W.M.C. Treas- 
ure Chests during the camp meeting.

On Locating Churches 


About thirty years ago, in a growing 
city, some of our people were planning 
to build a church. A certain corner 
lot was offered them for $1,000. The 
one next, the “key lot,” was offered for 
$700. Having small resources, they de- 
cided to be “penny wise,” save the $300 
and buy the inside lot. They built a 
small church at a low cost first, but 
afterwards replaced the first church with 
a good brick structure which cost per- 
haps $25,000. But always, through all 
these years, by a saving of $300, they 
have been handicapped by being lo- 
cated off the corner. Of not as much im- 
portance as this is the fact that while 
the lot they bought has increased to 
a value of $7,000, the corner lot on 
which has been an ‘unattractive store 
building during the years, is valued 
at $10,000 Cwithout buildings in each 
case ). 


If consideration is being given to a 
location for a church, several things are 
good to remember; 


1. A lot that is donated to the church 
“if you will build there” has been the 
cause of many a miserable and long- 
regretted location. Accept the lot on 
condition that it can be sold or traded 
in on the lot you want. 


2. Do not locate next door to the 
blacksmith shop or on “the wrong side 
of the tracks” just because the property 
is cheap there or because you have an 
inferiority complex. 

3. Other things being equal, for a 
church the corner location is worth twice 
as much, if not three or four times as 
much, as the inside lot. 


4, Your location should be conven- 
ient to the people you wish to serve, 
near good transportation, and easy to 


find. 


5. You should avoid crowding into 
the same immediate region with other 
churches, and. especially crowding in 
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on churches which represent the same 
type of religion you do. 

6. Do not depend entirely on local 
wisdom. Make use of the district super- 
intendent and also of the conference 
committee on church and _ parsonage 
locations. 

7. See that the deed includes the 
“trust clause.” This may save you a lot 
of trouble, and you have no right to 
have the property deeded in any other 
way. —The Free Methodist.

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STUDIES IN DANIEL 


By J. Narver GorTNER 


Study XII 
THE. PROPHECY OF THE SEVENTY 
ie 4 WEEKS 
~* ‘Chapter 9:20-27, Part I 


__ This prophecy, so far as dispensational 
truth is concerned, is the most important 
prophecy to be found in the Old Testa- 
ment. ‘The most important, from the 
same viewpoint, in the New Testament, 
is found in Acts 15:14-18. Walter Scott, 
who has written an outstanding work on 
Revelation, entitled “Exposition of the 
Revelation of Jesus Christ,” has told us 
that a prominent student of prophecy, 
in a letter to him, stated that this proph- 
ecy is the’key to all prophecy. If this is 
true, and it is true, how important that 

~ we study it, and that we get a right un- 
derstanding of it. To go astray here is 
to go astray everywhere. 

Verses 20-23 are to be regarded as 
introductory. Notice these seven facts in 
the introduction. This marvelous reve- 
lation— 

1. Came to Daniel while he was en- 
gaged in prayer. 

2. Came from God through the angel 
Gabriel. |. 

3. Came at the time of the evening 
oblation. 

4. Brought the announcement that 
the messenger had come to impart skill 
and understanding. Gordon renders it, 
“O Daniel, I have come expressly to 
enlighten you.” 

5. Had coupled with it the informa- 
tion that Daniel was heard as soon as he 
began to pray and that the command- 
ment for the giving of the revelation 
went forth at that time. 

6. Included the assurance that Dan- 
iel was one of heaven’s favorites. “Thou 
art greatly beloved,” or, as Rotherham 
renders it, “A man delighted in thou 
art.” And in whom does God delight? 
“Such as are upright in their way” 
(Prov. 11:20). And they who are “up- 

‘right in their way” find delight in those 
things ‘in which God delights (Jer. 9: 
| 249.9) she oj 

| -% Contained a command to both “un- 
derstand the matter and consider the 
vision.” “Mark the word and have un- 
derstanding of the revelation” (Rother- 
; ham). Thus Daniel was made to see 
that the.information that was about to 
be conveyed to him was exceedingly im- 
_portant. The average reader of the Bible 
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knows little or nothing about this proph- 
ecy, and many earnest seekers after 
truth have neglected it, or have regarded 
it as of little value. Some have passed it 
by for the simple reason that they have 
not understood it, and have felt that it 
could not be understood. But Daniel 
was commanded to “understand the mat- 
ter.” It must therefore have been pos- 
sible for him to do so. And if God did 
not intend that we should understand 
it, why has it been recorded? And if He 
intended that we should understand it, 
we can understand it, if we will apply 
ourselves to study, seeking divine gui- 
dance of that Holy Spirit who has been 
sent to guide us “into all truth” (John 
Los l3), 

The Prophecy Proper begins with 
verse 24, and if the student will thor- 
oughly familiarize himself with the sev- 
en facts that are herewith set forth he 
will have a good understanding of the 
prophecy. Every one of these facts is 
exceedingly important. 


I, The Prophecy of the Seventy Weeks Relates 
Exclusively to the Jewish People and to 
Jerusalem. ; 


It is doubly important that we remem- 
ber this. Many students have gone astray 
right here. ‘They have misunderstood 
and misinterpreted the prophecy for the 
reason that they have failed to see that 
it does not deal with the Gentiles at all; 
neither does it have any reference what- 
soever to the Church of God. Daniel 
had been thinking about his people, the 
Jews, and had been considering the 
prophecy that the captivity was to last 
seventy years. The seventy years were 
drawing to a close, and he was moved 


to pray. He prayed the remarkable pray- 


er that we have already considered. And 


the angel, in answer to that prayer, came 
to make a revelation concerning the fu- 
ture of his people, the Jews. The angel 
said, “Seventy weeks are determined up- 
on thy people’—Daniel’s people, the 
Jews—“and upon thy holy city,” ie., 
Jerusalem. We must at the very outset 
of our study of this remarkable prophecy 
get this fact fully fixed in our minds. 
Otherwise we shall go far astray in our 
understanding of this notable prophetic 
utterance. 


Il, These Weeks Are Weeks of Years Rather 
Than Weeks of Days. 


There is nothing in the prophecy it- 


self to indicate whether hours or days or 
weeks or months or years are meant. In 
fact, there is no reference whatsoever in 
the original text to weeks, the literal 
rendering being, “Seventy sevens are 
determined,” etc. We often speak of 
the seventy sevens as seventy heptads, a 
heptad being seven units. We must 
refer to the context in order to determine 
whether days or weeks or years are 
meant. Daniel had been thinking of 
years, the seventy years of the captivity. 
And these seventy years that were draw- 
ing to a close suggested the subject of 
his prayer. And the angel, in answer to 
that prayer, said, “Seventy heptads are 
determined upon thy people,” etc. And 
then, too, it is evident that years, rather 
than days are meant, for the reason that 
we know that the first and second periods 
or divisions, the first a division of seven, 
and the second of sixty-two heptads, 
were periods, respectively, of 49 years 
and 434 years. There can be no ques- 
tion about this, and concerning it all 
students of prophecy are agreed. The 
learned Tragelles says, “I retain the word 

‘week’ for convenience sake, and not as 

implying seven days to be the import 

of the Hebrew word.” Read Gen. 29: 

26-28, and you will see that it was not 

unusual to speak of seven years as a 

week. 

Ill. These Seventy Weeks of Years Were 
Determined, or, Set Apart, Cut Off from 
Other Periods of Time, and Divided for a 
Six-fold Purpose. 

And that six-fold purpose has been 
set down in the angel’s words in order 
that we may be instructed concerning 
it. The word rendered “determined” is 
khawthak, the primary meaning of 
which is to divide, and so Rotherham 
has rendered it, “Seventy weeks have 
been divided concerning thy people and 
concerning the holy city.” But a re- 
search into the etymology and usage of 
the word has uncovered the fact that 
there are other meanings also; the 
thought of “determined,” and “set apart,” 
and “cut off,” as well as “divided,” are 
included. What is true of this word is 
true of many of the words the Holy 
Spirit has seen fit to use; there are in it 
more meanings than any single word in 
the English language is able to convey. 
It is important that we be acquainted 


with this fact, as it enables us to see that 

there is a reason why this word, like 

many of the other words of the original

This Youth for Christ crusade to 
bring church guidance and wholesome 
recreation to the young people on Satur- 
day night has been highly praised by 
church, civic, and business leaders. ‘The 
mayor of our city, George C. Demmon, 
in a public letter which was published 
in our city papers, urged the young 
people of the city to support this youth 
movement. The business people of our 
city are whole-heartedly backing this 
program. The youth program seems to 
be the talk of the town, and so far as we 
know everyone speaks well of it. The 
stores co-operated in our announcing a 
special rally recently in having their 
clerks wrap a rally card with each pur- 
chase.

SUNDAY SCHOOL

We Have Been to Summer Camp 


For twelve days, from July 30 to Au- 
gust 10, it was our happy privilege to 
supervise.a Daily Vacation Bible School 
at Scott Camp Creek, ten miles south- 
west of the little city of Mount Shasta 
under the sponsorship of the Redding 
Assembly and Sunday School, of which 
Brother Robert Doherty is the pastor. 

The Camp register listed 88 persons 

in attendance; 48 of these were boys 
and girls of the Sunday School; 16 were 
adults, who were the workers, teachers, 
and kitchen crew. The other 24 were 
visitors coming and going during the 
camp. 
The Redding Assembly had a similar 
camp a year ago. They tell me that they 
had an increase of 33 1/3 per cent in 
attendance this year. 

Provisions for the camp were not 
only adequate, but they were abundant. 
For that reason I asked concerning the 
method used. 

Brother Doherty tells me that provis- 
ions for Camp Bible School are built 
through a special offering taken each 
Sunday. The members of the school 
contributing merit the oppurtunity of 
attending camp. Outsiders desiring to 
attend pay $10 each for the two weeks. 
Other necessary provisions, such as cook- 
ing utensils and help, are provided by 
the Assembly. 

Regular Daily Vacation Bible School 
program and materials were used in 
morning classes from 9:00 a.m. to 11:45 
a.m. The afternoons were devoted to 
supervised recreation, and the evenings 
to a vesper service and prayer. 

The second week, the Redding Camp 
welcomed a group from the Shasta Dis- 
trict, 62 in number. Dunsmuir, Weed, 
Yreka, Happy Camp, Montague, and 
Alturas were all represented. 

Although I have not had opportunity 
to ask the other ministers to state their 
opinions as to the value of the camp, 
Brother Doherty submitted the follow- 
ing: 

The spiritual value is the high point, 
of course. A number received the ex- 
perience of salvation; others, spiritual 


refreshing and blessing. 
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We made Bible reading and Scripture 
memory work with incentives a definite 
part of our program, and noted definite 
value therefrom. 

We also noticed a value in the oppor- 
tunity of assisting in the development of 
Christian character in camp, through ad- 
justment to camp life, to group activity, 
as well as in appointed tasks. 

There is a missionary phase also which 
affords a definite value. ‘The prepara- 
tion for camp throughout the year has 
been an-attraction to new pupils for the 
Sunday School, as well as an incentive 
for regular attendance among the Sun- 
day School members. 

Confidence in the Sunday School has 
been built up through the visitation of 
the Camp over the week end by the 
parents and relatives, some of which are 
non-Christian. 

Even though a camp of this kind will 
always have its various adjustments to 
make, we conclude it has been worth our 
every effort. And with all of our hearts, 
we thank the Lord. 

Maybe your Sunday School would be 
interested in a daily vacation Bible school 
summer camp. If so, begin to work for 
it now!

Paul wrote to the Romans, “Let us 
cast off the works of darkness, and let 
us put on the armour of light.”

text, has been variously rendered by dif- 
ferent translators. 

Here is the six-fold purpose of God 
to be accomplished during the seventy 
weeks, as set forth in verse 24: 


1. To finish the transgression. ‘The 
transgression of Israel of which Paul 
speaks in Rom. 11:25, 26. Someday 
“ungodliness shall be turned away from 
Jacob,” and this is what is meant by 
“finishing the transgression,” for the 
transgression of Israel will then have 
been finished, or will have come to an 
end. 


2. To make an end of sins, or, as in 
the margin, “seal up” sins, the word 
being the same as the word rendered 
“seal up” a little farther on in the verse. 
The reference may be to the sealing up 
of Satan, the author of sin, in the bot- 
tomless pit (Rev. 20: 1-3). 


3. To make reconciliation, or, atone- 
ment for iniquity. The reference to iniq- 
uity seems to be a reference to the iniq- 
uity of Israel in rejecting the Messiah, 
this being Israel’s crowning iniquity, or 
the iniquity in which all other iniquities 
of the nation culminated. “He came un- 
to His own, and his own received Him 
not.” At the time of the second stage of 
our Lord’s second advent “they shall look 
upon Him whom they have pierced” 
(Zech, 12:10), and in that day their 
great iniquity will be covered, for there 
will be real repentance, and a nation 
will be born in a day. 


4. To bring in everlasting righteous- 
ness. The righteousness will be everlast- 
ing so far as Israel is concerned, for Is- 
rael will have no part in the apostasy at 
the end of the millennial age. See Rev. 
20:7-9. Young renders the word “age- 
during.” Greek scholars, however, are 
practically a unit in rendering it as it is 
here rendered. The word means “ever- 
lasting,” or “eternal,” and there is no 
word in the English language that so 
well expresses the meaning. 


5. To seal up the vision and prophecy, 
or, to make an end of prophecy so far as 
Israel is concerned. Every prophetic ut- 
terance that has not yet been fulfilled 
will be fulfilled. See Isa. 40:6-8. 


6. To anoint the Most Holy. Dr. 
Seiss thinks that the meaning is to “put 
into place and effect a ‘holiness of holi- 
nesses, which,” he adds, “is the literal 
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sense of the words.” There has been, 
however, a difference of opinion con- 
cerning the significance of the expres- 
sion. Some of the best interpreters be- 
lieve that the reference is to the cleansing 
of the temple at the time of the end. 

That the temple will need cleansing 

after it shall have been polluted by the 

setting up of the image of Antichrist in 
it there can be no doubt. It needed 
cleansing after it had been polluted by 

Antiochus Epiphanes, and it will need 

cleansing before the millennial age can 

begin. 

IV. These Seventy Weeks of Years Are Di- 
vided into Three Sections, or Divisions, 
the First a Period of Seven Weeks, or 49 
Years; the Second a Period of Sixty-two 
Weeks, or 434 Years; and the Third a 
Period of One Week, or Seven Years. 

It is especially important that we get 
these divisions fixed in our minds if we 
are going to understand the prophecy; 
otherwise, we shall not understand it at 
all; it will be to us an enigma, as it is to 
many; a veritable Chinese puzzle. God 
apparently divided the seventy weeks 
into these divisions, or periods, for the 
special benefit of Israel, and for our spec- 
ial benefit; for while the prophecy relates 
exclusively to the Jews and to Jerusalem, 
there is in it a great store of information 
for us who are Christians—a great 
amount of light that God would have 
shed, for our special benefit, upon other 


portions of the prophetic Word. 


V. The Time of the Beginning of This Period 
of Seventy Weeks, or, 490 Years, Is Clearly 
Stated. 

It was to begin “with the going forth 
of the commandment to restore and to 
build Jerusalem” Cverse 25). This was 
in B. C. 445. It was “in the twentieth 
year of Artaxerxes the king” (Neh. 2:1). 
This Artaxerxes is to be regarded as the 
Ahasuerus of Esther 1:1, and the Darius 
of Daniel 6:1, the husband of Esther and 
father of Cyrus before whom God said 
He would open the two-leaved gates 
CIsa. 45:1). Artaxerxes, Ahasuerus, and 
Darius, are all to be regarded, not as 
proper names, but as appelatives. A 
sovereign might be called at different 
times during his reign by a different ap- 
pellative, as the late sovereign of Ger- 
many, for instance, was sometimes 
known as the Emperor, sometimes as 
the Kaiser, and sometimes as Wilhelm. 

This first period of seven weeks was 
consumed in the work of reconstruction 
in Jerusalem. “The street shall be built 
again, and the wall, even in troublous 


times.” We read about these “troublous 
times” in Ezra and Nehemiah. 

The two remaining divisions of this 
study will be considered in the next 
issue. They are as follows: 


VI. We Are Told Distinctly of Some Impor- 
tant Things That Are to Take Place After 
the Second Period of Sixty-two Weeks or 
434 Years—483 Years from the Beginning 
of the Seventy Weeks—Shall Have Come 
to an End. Verse 26. 

The 70th Week, or, the Last Seven Years 
of the Whole Period of 70 Weeks, Is Yet 
Future, There Being a Parenthesis Be- 
tween the 69th Week and the 70th Week, 
into Which Has Been Fitted by God This 
Church Age, the Dispensation of Grace in 
Which We Now Live, an Age in Which 
the Middle Wall of Partition Between Jews 
and Gentiles Has Been Broken Down. 
Verse 27.

Let the student get these seven facts 
fully fixed in his mind. The two last 
named are so very important that a con- 
sideration of them must be reserved for 


the second period of this Study.
